(!ana(la’H major farm population— 
cattle, Hhet'p and hor.sos— i.s on the 
decline. 

The Bureau of Slati.sticH eatimated 
that on Dec. 1, 1946, there were 9,- 
748,000 cattle cn farina, compared 
with 9.060,000 on the aamc date In 
1945. There was a decrease in all 
provinces except Quebec where cattle 
rose from 1,799.800 to 1,847,600. 

Sheep totalled 2,186.000, consider¬ 
ably below the 2,822,000 recoided 
Dec. 1. 1945. Biggest declines were 
shown in the Maiitimes and western 
provinces. 

Horses dropped 7.5 per cent.—from 
2,663.100 to 2,463,300. Greatest de¬ 
creases were in the Prairies. 2716

OTTAWA 


The prices board an¬ 
nounced that efTcrtlve April 1 the 
price celling on gasoline and tractor 
distillates will be removed and the 
Dominion excise tax of three cents a 
gallon on gasoline will be cancelled, 
thus returning to the provinces an¬ 
other held of taxation taken by the 
federal government during the war. 

In Its annotincrement the board 
said the “price adjustments which 
may follow price decontrol of gaso¬ 
line and tractor distillates will vary 
in different parts of Canada and will 
depend on the extent to which the 
cancellation of the Doi^nlon excise 
lax W’ill bo offset by a nrtv provincial 
tax in the various provinces or 
through increased loid-down costs to 
the refiners on imported crude oil." 

Already Ontario and British Col¬ 
umbia have announced their inten¬ 
tion to increase their own gasoline 
taxes by the amount of the cancelled 
federal levy and Saskatchewan will 
boost its tax by two cents. It is be¬ 
lieved other provinces may take 
similar action. 

The Ontario action, announced in 
the provincial budget brought down, 
at Queen’s Park, will increase that 
province’s tax from eight to 11 cents | 
a gallon but will mean no increase to 
the motorist since it only replaces! 
the Dominion levy being dropped.! 
Likew'ise, there wdll be no increa.se to' 
the motorist in British Columbia j 
when that province increases its tax 
from seven to 10 cents. 

The prices board said cancelling of 
the Dominion excise tax on gasoline, 
imposed ns a wartime tax in 1941, 
was in accordance with an announce¬ 
ment by Finance MinLster Abbott | 
last December that it w’ould be drop¬ 
ped April 1. I 

The board pointed out that at that j 
time subsidies which were being paid ! 
on the importation of crude oil by; 
refiners in the prairie provinces were I 
cancelled but the price ceiling on' 
gasoline and tractor distillate was j 
ordered maintained until the subsi¬ 
dized stocks of crude oil were used 
up. 

The boerd said that the using up 
of these subsidized stocks will "pretty 
well coincide with the April 1 date 
when the Dominion excise tax is 
cancelled so that the board is giving 
notice now that the price ceiling will 
be removed on that same date." 

Hy doing so, it is not expected that 
adjustments on inventory stocks will 
be required. l
